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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following action is in response to the applicant's RCE filed 5/24/04. The RCE is 
proper and has been entered. The applicant's amendments filed 4/26/04 have been entered and 
what follows is a first action on these amended claims. 

2. Previous 102(e) rejections are withdrawn based on the applicant's timely filing of the 
Rule 131 affidavit. 

3. Previous rejections over Flynn are withdrawn based on the applicant's arguments. The 
examiner agrees that the working fluid of Flynn cannot be considered a fluid as the composition 
as a whole is considered a stick formulation. As such these rejections are withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 79-81, and 83-87 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Asano et al (US 5,116,426). 

6. Asano teaches a method of cleaning a substrate with a dichloro-pentafluoro-propane 
solvent (i.e. working fluid; see abstract). 

7. Asano teaches various cleaning additives for addition to the dichloro-pentafluoro-propane 
working fluid solvent including antistatic agents, flame retardents, water, oil repellants and 
stabilizers (see col. 5, lines 43-50). 

8. In examples 1 1-1 to 1 1-51, Asano teaches compositions containing 3 parts fluorinated 
solvent, 9.4 parts water, 0.4 part surfactant, 1.6 parts isopropyl myristate, 0.4 parts talc powder, 
0.2 parts perfume and 85 parts l,l-dichloro-2,2,2-trifluoroethane. 

9. Although Asano does not teach the HLB of their main solvent, such properties would be 
inherent to the solvents of Asano as these compounds meet the applicant's structural limitations 
and meets the applicant's dependent limitations as being one of the specific fluorine containing 
compounds of claim 81. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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10. Claim 88 is allowed. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the specific combination of 
the applicant's specific nitrogen containing fluorine compound in combination with the 
fragrance. Such combinations are not taught by the prior art of record.
